The Second Conſiderable is(what we hint- - | 
ed at before) the method or manner every. | 
one ought to obſerve that inquires of an A- 
ſtrologer; which is, that when he intends to 


take an Artiſt's Judgment of things paſt, pre- 
ſcat, or to come, heſhould firſt with a de- 
vout Spirit pray unto the Lord, from whom 
proceeds the ſucceſs of every lawful enter- 
prize, that he would grant him the know- 
ledge of thoſe things, of the Truth of which 
ne Would be reſolꝰ d: And then let him ap- 
ply himſelf to the Aſtrologer with a ſerious 
intent of being ſatisfied in ſome certain and 

particular doubt, and this not on trifling 
occaſions, or light ſudden mot ions, much leſs

fo that he doth mot beholùò the fame; The 

2. When a Planet is Retroꝑrad. The 3. If they 

be Combuſt, that is Wuhin 15 degrees be- 

fore or aſter the Sun; the lower Planets are 
more debilitated being behind the Sun, and 
leſs before him, when they are direct; but 
when retrograde the contrary. 4. When 
any 
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any. of chem ji: Oppoſition, Corporal 
Conjunction, or Square of either or both 
the Infortunes, without Reception. 5. When 
they are beſieged by the Infortunes, ſo as 
to ſeparate ſrom one and be jayned to an- 
other, without perfect Reception of 
Houſe, Exaltation, or two of the ſmaller 
Dignities, which are Term, Triplicit), and 
Face. 6. When a Planet is joyncd to an- 
other in his Declenſion or Full ; that is, in 


Oppoſition to its on Houſe or Ex altation.

te one that doth not. 8. When a Planet is 
Perigrine , that is, In a place where he hath 
not any Dignityʒor being one of the Superi-

When 
d Planet is with the Head or Tail of the 
Dragon, without Latitude. 10. When a 
Planet weakens it (elf, that is, When it is in 
the Sedentihj Houſe from its own, Feral, or not 
in Reception.

ofthe Planets, that cauſe Hinderancs De- 
lays and Miſchiefs in Nativities, Queſtions, 


Elections, &c. All which thou oughtelt to 
be well acquainted: with. There are ſome, 
more that feem neceſſary to be known, but 
to avoid tediouſneſs and confuſion, 1 ſhall 
at preſent oinit them.

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The Seventh Cenfpderation',' Is to beware 
of thoſe Caſes wherein the Aſtrologer is 
ſubject ta err and miſtake of which the 
Learned have named Faur: 4. When the 
Querent is ſo ſilly that he knows-not how. 
to ask, nor what he would have. 2. When 
the time for which the Figure. is erected, is 
miſtaken. 3: When the Artift knows not 
| Whether: the Sun be gone off the line of tha 
Mid heaven, or be ſtill upon it; or be be- 
hind or before it. 4. When the Fortunes and 
Infortunes: ſhall be of equal ſtrength; at 


 - Which time thou therefore oughteſt not to 


receive any Queſtion. But im my opinion 
there may well be added yet three wayes 
more, wherein the Aſtrologer will be ſub- 
ject to err: 1. When the Querent comes 
onely to try him, or put a trick upon him; 
as many do; ſaying, Eet us go to ſuch an 
Aſtrologer, and u him ſuch à thing, and 
ſee if be can leil us the truth or nat. juſt 
as the jews propounded Queſtions to oui 
Lord Jeſus Chriſt, not ſo much to be re.

2. Wherein the Artiſt wilt be liable to ert 
in, is when the Querent des not ask out of

one but miſtakes happen. | 
But thou may'ſt be ready to fay , How 
Hall I know whether the Querent come out of 
a ſolid intention, ar onely to try me? To which 
I anſwer, That i feems a very abſtruſe and 
difficalt point, perfectiy to find out; but this 
1 have often experienced and found true, Vit. 
I obferved the hour of the Queſtion, and if the 
Aſcendent then happened very near the end of 
due Sign and beginning, of unot her, ſo that it 
ſcemed as between both; I ſaid they did not 
45 ſeriouſly , or that they came to try me; ani 
1 have had many that have thereupon confeſt 
what I ſaid to be true, and began to think 
that I knew more than before. they believed.

Another, viz. a third way where 
an Aſtrologer may erre, Is when the Lord

perience. And this 1 have recited, that 
thou may'ſt know. for what perſons thou 
ſnouldꝰ'ſt undertake to give Judgment; for 
as one ſays, The iſſue of the thing is accor- 
ding to the ſolicitude of the Querent , and ur 
he comes in neceſſity, as ſad, thong hi ful, au, 
hoping that thou art able and knoweſt how to 
(atisfie him the truth of the matter; and in 
ſuch caſe thou may'ſt ſecurely. venture up 
on the Queſtion. A 

The Eighth Conſideration is, To mind 
how many of the aforeſaid manners or 
points neceſſary to be uſed and heeded in 
giving Judgments, thou haſt to conſider; 
and they are thirty: that is to ſay, ſixteen 
impediments of the Moon, ten of tlie o- 
ther Planets, as hath been ſaid; and beſides 
all thoſe the Planets ſeveral Joys, which are 
four, of which the firſt is the Houſe which 
each Planet does delight in, as Mercury in 
the Aſcendant, the AMioon in the third, Neun: 
in the fifth, Mart in the ſicth, the Sun in the 
ninth, 7epiter in the eleventh , Saturn in the 
twelfth. The ſecond is, When a Planet is 
ina Sign he delights in, as Saturn in Agua- 

ria, Pupiter in Sagutary, Mars in Scorpio, 
Sol in Leo, Venus in Taurut, Mercury in 
Virgo, and the Moam in Cancer. The third 
is, When Diurnal Planets, as Saturn, fr 
Th | piter,

near the 'Horoſcope 3 and Nocturnal Pla-

Cuſp of the Seventh. The fourth is, When 
tue three Superiors, Saturn; fupiter, or 
Mars, are in Maſculine Quarters;, which are 
counted from the Cuſp of the tenth Honſe 
to the Cuſp of the Aſcendant, and from the 
Cuſp oſ the fourth Houſe to the Cuſp of 
the ſeventh Houſe; and when the Femi- 
nines, viz. Venus or the Aon, are in Fe- 
minine Quarters, which are from the Cuſp 
of the Afcendant to the Cuſp of the fourth 
Houſe, and from the Cuſpof the ſeventh to 
the Cuſp of the tenth. As for Mercury he 
delights when with Maſculine Planets in 
Maſculine Quarters: „ but with Feminine A

The 139th Confideration is, To be 
careful both in Nativities and Queſtions, 
where the Dragons tail is? ſor that ſigni- 
lies the waſting and deſtruction of. the 
thing ſignified by that Houſe, and eſpe- 
cially if it relate to gain: for in tbe firſt 
it fignifies expences, and loſs of gain to the 
Querent, from or by reaſon of his.-perſon ; 
in the ſecond deſtruction, and loſs of money 
and ſubſtance; and in the third, loſs by 
means of Brethren, Siſters, Neighbours, 
Ce. in the fourth, damage that one ſhali 
ſuſtain by ones Grand - jather, Father · in- 
law, and ſuch things relating to inheri- 
tances; and that the Native ſhall change

The 141ſt Is to conſider in Nativities, 
the gifts and properties beſtowed on men 
by the fixed Stars, and how long they con- 
tinue, together with che reaſon why they 
prove not faltiog, as thoſe which * 
from

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from the Planets, ſince it ſeems a little 
probable that chey ſhould continue longer 
than choſe ; of which I do not remember 
to have mei with any thing in the An- 
cients, ſave only that Pzolomy in his Cents. 
Ioquium ſays, The fixed Stars ſome! inves con- 
fer excesding great benefits , bud eften times 
they end ill, And. Almanſa in his Treatiſe 
to the great King of the Sarazims , That 
the fixed Stars beton netable gifts, and 1 aiſe 
from poverty to happineſs and bigh degree, 
more than any of the ſeven Planets. 


Now the reaſon that, the gifts of the 
fixed Stars to men, abide leſs with them 
than thofe given by the Phonets, is, becauſe 
the fixed Stars being the Agens, and Men 
the Patients, the ſubject on which they are 
to operate, are not apreeable to them, nor 
are born to be able to receive their im- 
preſſion; for it is requiſite that there ſhould 
be ſome conformity and likene(s, or agree- 
ableneſs between the Agent and the Pa- 
tient: but the fixe d Stars a e moſt flow 
in mation, and conſequently in mutation, 
whence it comes to paſs that their im- 
preſſions require ſubj. &s and patients of 
the ſame nature; that is to ſay, ſuch as are 
the molt laſting, and carry a conformity 
with chem to perfect or accompliſh the ir 
= H 3 effects: 
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effects: For the revolution of the fixed 
Stars is finiſht but in fix and thirty thou- 
ſand years, but the Viventhipolzs, or life of 
man, generally exceeds not three revolu- 
tions of Surn, that is to ſay, the ſpace 
of ninety years, very few exceed that age 
(though poſſibly ſome may, by the addition 
of the years of ſome Planets to the years 
of the Alcocoden) in their Nativities, which 
bears no conformity or proportion with 
360-0 yeirs to compleat the effects of 
their influences. And therefore as an Eagle 
cannot exerciſe the complement of her 
flight or power on a Fly, nor a Stone 
coming forth (4 funda , Trabathi) do any 
great execution (ii Muſciovem) no more 
can the fixed Stars compleat the effects of 
their impreſſions; and therefore their gifs 
or the good promiſed by them, continues 
no longer with men, becauſe men are of 
fo ſmall a duration, and ſubject to a ſwift 
mutability in reſpect ot their motion. And 
upon this is that Aphoriſm grounded, that 
ade iles to make uſe of fixed Stars in the 
to ndat ion of Cities, but of Planets in 
the erection of Houſes; becauſe Cities 


are generally of the longeſt continuance 


amongſt corruptible things, and far more 
durable than particular Houſes; for theſe 
in re ſpect of their indiyiduals do not epqure 
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always, whereas Cities remain: by a ſuc- 
ceſſive building and rebuilding of Houſes ; 
and therefore though Caſtles are very laſt- 
ing, yet are they not equal in the reſpect 
to Cities; ſo that although we may uſe the 
ſuperior Planets in elections for building 
of Caſtles, it is better to take fixed Stars; 
yet ſtill becauſe Cities are of longer con- 
tinuance than Caſtles, they are more ap- 
propriated to the faxed Stars, whoſe Sub · 
jects they are. For the impreſſions which 
a ſolid ching makes in a more ſolid thing, 
continues much longer than that which it 
makes on a leſs ſolid thing; and far leſs in 
a thing not ſolid, than a thing ſomewhat 
ſolid, and yet leſs in a very ſlippery tran- 
ſient ching, than in a thing leſs lubricous 
or changeable- Hence the impreſſions 
which the fixed Stars make on Cities, con- 
tinue longer than thoſe on Caſtles; be- 
cauſe Cities are more correlative to them 
in length of time, and accordingly thoſe 
of Caſtles more durable chan thoſe of 
Houſes , for the ſame reaſon proportiona : 
bly. - But bodies of men are more remote 
from thoſe fixed Stars chan houſes them- 
ſelves, and fo more corruptible ; and for 
, that: cauſe their ſignihcarions apply leſs to 
them, or if they happen, abide but little; 
the Hgnifications ot the fixed Stars being 

R H 4 ſo 
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ſo great and noble, ſo high and free from 
corruption and mutability, that they exn- 
not eafily take upon them a variable com. 
mixture with things quickly corraptible 
and ſuddenly changeable , unleſs it be as 
oyl on water; for though it may enter 
into it, yet ſuch impreſſion will not long 
continue; for the fixed Lights operate 
with ſo much nobleneſs, that by reaſon of 
their long diſtance from thoſe vile , cor- 
ruptible, changeable bodies, and neigh- 
bourhood to the ſupream Light, their ef- 
fects cannot remain in or with them, when 
chey are lightly or ſuddenly changed and 
corrupted , eſpecially in baſe people, and 
mean ſpirits, for they ſeldom tranſcend 
his perſon to whom they happen, and 
often times leaves him whilſt he lives, and 
that to his damage, ſo preat that God alone 
can prevent; as I affirm for the moſt 
part: though *tis poſfible they may ſome- 
times terminate in good and continue 
long: As it hath ſometimes happened, that 
ſome have lived to the greateſt years of the 
Alcocoden, of whom I never ſaw but one 
in my time, who was named Richard, who 
affirmed himſelf to have been a Courtier 
under Charles the Great, King of France, 
and that he had lived five hundred years. 
Az what time there was a report of one 
| that 
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thet had continued alive ever fince our 
Saviour's days, called Zohan Buttadens, be- 
cauſe he had im puliſſed the Lord as he was 
led to be crucified, Who ſaid to him, Thon 
ſhalt expect, or wait for me, till I come. The 
aforeſaid Rich ard I ſaw at Ravenna, in the 
year 1223; and the ſaid ohn is ſaid to 
have paſſed through Florilwium, in his 
journey to St. Fames's at Compoſtella, in the 
year 1267. | 


Nor could tbe ſigni fications of the fied 
Scars be applied, or adhere tomen, nor 
ſenſibly remain in them , unleſs there were 
ſome Medium by which they might act 
upon them which are the Planets , which 
are ſecondary Agents, as the firſt are prin- 
cipal , for wherever there are diverſe acti- 
ons in order, attributed to ſeveral Agents, 
the principal act ought to be referred to 
the principal Agent, which in reſpect of 
the effects or corruptible things, was the 
primary cauſe, and the Planets as ſecon- 
dary; for that corruption which thoſe in 
inferiors ſuffer, happens by reaſon of their 
too ꝑrest diſtance from the incorruptible 
ſuperiors ; yet their effects ſometimes con- 
tinue long in Grandees , and perſons very 
rich, who are apt for Empire, magnani- 
mone, and of brave and excellept ym | 

us. 
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ſach as in my time was the Emperor Frede- 
rick the Second , who when he was indi- 
gent and in great. neceſſity, was arrived to 
the Imperial Dignity, and brought under 
his obedience all Apulia , the Kingdom of 
Sicily, Feruſalem, Cracovia, Italian, and 
the whole Roman Empire (except of Lom- 
bardy ) ſubduing all Enemies, Traitors and 


Rebels, and remained in that illuſtrious 


flouriſhing condition; yet at laſt died mi- 
ſerably, being poyſoned by his Domeſticks, 
and all his Family extirpated; ſo that ſcarce 
any of them remained. Such another was 
Ecilinus de Romano, who when he was but 
mean, was far exalted above all other Ita- 
lians, for he ruled, and as it were tyran - 
nized over the Marquiſate of Treves, even 
to Almaine and Trent, and within four or 
ſive miles of Venice, and his Tyranny con- 
tinued twenty fix years; but at laſt all 
theſe glories were overcaſt with calamity, 
for when it ſeemed impoſſible to ſuppreſs 
him, he fell into the hands of his Enemies 
at a Bactel in the County of Mediolawenſ 
apud Caſſtanum, and died wretched, and all 
his poſterity was deſtroy'd,not one of them 
remaining. In the fame manner there was 
one in the Kingdom of Apalias, of baſe 
deſcent , called Peter de Vinea, who when 
be was a Schollar at Benni, was forced 
= to 
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to beg for his living, and had not bread 
to eat, yet made Notary , and after that 
Protonotary of the Court of the Emperor 
Frederick the Second ; he became a Judge, 

and clinied to ſuch a grandeur, that he was 
happy that could obtain the leaſt of his fa- 
vor, for whatever he did the Emperor would 
confirm: but himſelf would often ſer aſide 
what had been eſtabliſhed by the Emperor, 
who made him Lord of Apulia: whereby 
he grew fo rich , that he had ten thouſand 
pounds of Gold 0 Aug uſt anenſium) beſides 
other Treaſares aimoſt ineſtimable; yet in 
the end he fell, and was reduced to ſuch 
_ miſery, that the Emperor ordered his eyes 
to be put out: inraged at which, out of meer 
indignation he ſtruck out his own brains 
againſt a wall,as it was then commonly re- 
ported. Another was at Pyſa,calledSmerolus, 
one of the dregs ol the Vulgar, who came 
to be (as it is ſaid) Lord of that Province ; 

nor darſt any of the Nobility for a while 
contend with him; yer at laſt he came to 
nothing. After whom one Oddo Oualda- 
Lins, a mean fellow, tapered up ſo high, 

that he did as it were fully the whole City, 
And none would contradict him, till Galy- 
yer, a Judge, cauſed him to be chopp'd all 
wo pieces. The ſame happened at Flory- 
Heium, one called Simon Muſtaguere 405 


— 
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Son of obſcure Parents; who mounted ſo 
high, that all che People adored him; nor 
durſt any oppoſe him ſave only my ſelf, who 
knew him chroughiy; and whit miſchief 
he could, he did at his pleaſure for three 
years ſpace: but at laſt down he came, be- 
ing biniſht the City, which happened for 
the od onſneſs of his perſon and cowar- 
diſe. Another, being a Frier of the Preach» 
ing Order, by name John, by Nation Vi- 
centinus , was admired as a Szint by all the 
Italians that acknowledged the Roman 
Church; but I ever thought him an Hy- 
pocrite: he grew ſo high, that he was re- 
ported to have raiſed eighteea from the 
dead, (though never one of them could be 

ſeen) and to cute all Diſeaſes, fright De- 
vils, & c. yet could I not perceive any body 
freed by him, though I made much enquiry 
into his Miracles; however the whole 
World ſeemed to run after him, and 
thought himſelf h1ppy that could get a 
Thread of his Cap, which they eſteemed 
64 1al with the Reſiques of the Saints; and 
in his Preaching he would publickly boaſt, 
That he had converſe with Jeſus Chriſt, the + 
Virgin Mary, and Angels when he lift. By 
which Tricks, the Friers of his Order at 
Bononia, got more chan Twenty thouſand 
Marks. And his power was ſo great, that 

35 oY by 
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by his own will he releaſed a Souldier as 
he was going co Execution for. murcher. 
Nor durſt the Magiſtrates deny him, nor 
any ſpeak il! of him but my ſelf, who knew 
all his wheadles and cozenages; for which 
the Rabble, meerly out ot fear of him, 
reported me an Heretick. In whieh eſteem 
and pomp he continued above a year, but 
at laſt went out like a ſnuff of a Candle, 
wich a ſtink, his Devices and Hypocriſie c 
being diſcovered ; ſo that he became as 
generally, and every body was aſhamed te to 
be ſeen in his com pany. 


The 1426 Conifiderationi is, To obſerve 
in Nativities and general Queſtions, the 
gifts and good advantages beſtoꝶ d on men 
by the Planets ; becauſe thoſe are applied 
more eaſily to chem „and continue longer 
extended to their ſucceſſors, according as 
they are diſpoſed in the Radixes of their 
Nativities; but they are ſeldom exceeding 
great, unleſs when applied by fortunate 
fixed Stars; becauſe being of a more ſwifc 
| miutability, they have a cloſer affinity with 
them, cfpecially if proceeding from the 
inferior Planets, for their conformity with 
men, their correlative fubjects. Thoſe of 
the Superiors la not ſo long with men, 
but in building of houſes they are much

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Of the good given by Saturn and 
the other planets, 


Saturn Oriental and well diſpoſed , that 
ij ſtreng and in Reception, gives great For- 
tune in Building, Planting Trees requiring 
4 long growth , in Manuring Ground, Wa- 
ter-works, and the like. Jupiter gives good 
lack in Scientiis , ſuch as the Law, and in 
Dignities, being made a Biſhop, 4 Fudge, 


or the like. Mars in leading forth ef Ar- 


mies, &c. Sol in Lay Preferments, 46 
Kingdoms, Governments , &c. | 

But the Lower Planets beſtow their giſts 
inberent to men and more durable; as, Ve- 
nus in the Attempts of Women, their Orua 
ments, Courting them, &c. Mercury in 
Trading, Writing ,.&c. The Moon in 


Navigation, Planting Vines, Uſing Drinks, 


Selling Wine, &c. All theſe, I ſay, are 


eæcelleutly well beſtowed by the Planets ad- 


vantageauſiy poſited , and endure longer, that 
& to ſay , Ihe Proſperities given. by the 
Moon may continue to the ſeventh year or 


generation, becauſe ſhe is the Seventh Pla- 


net, rechoning downwards; and if they paſs 


the Seventh age or Generation , they cannot 
exceed the Eighth ; as ſuppoſe from the 


424 year to the 45th year including both 
thoſe 


. 
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thoſe of Mercury may endure te the ſixth 
Age, being the ſixth from Saturn, but will 
ſcarce hold out the ſeventh. Thoſe of Venus 
to the fifth Age, [he being the fift b Planet 
ſrom Saturn; but will not exceed the fuxth. 
T hoſe of the Sun to the fourth Age. Thoſe 
of Mars to the third Age. Thoſe of Jupiter 
to the ſecond Age, Thoſe of Saturn oxely 
for one Age, and cannot tranſcend, nay ſel- 
dem reach the third. And though I ſay that 
they may continue ſo long, yet do 1 not ſay 
that they ſhall not be finiſhed before, For as 
Ariſtotle ſays, There are terms that cauu- 


not be paſt over; yet he does not ſay but that 


they may be prevented and come ſhort offs ſo 
in theſe caſes. And further, When 1 ſay 
that they cannot continue longer, I meas with- 
out vaniſhing wholly ; or ſo depreſt , that it 
will be no more like what was befere , than 
Green or Ruſſet to a perſect White , unleſs by 
chance ſomething from another cauſe happens 
anew; which ſeldom chances, nor can truly 
be ſaid to be the ſame , but quite anather thing 
from the firſt. Hence comes perbaps the 
commen Obſervation, That Goods or Po 
ſeſſions ill got never abide to the fifth or third 
Age; many that uſe that proverb not know- 
ing whence it comes to paſs, but onely becauſe 
they have heard others ſay ſo , or ſeen it eu 
happen thu, But from what we have _

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laid down, ſome reaſon may be given: For 
11! goreen goods comnt ſuch as are got by way of 
Uſury ,. Lies, Dreeit, Theft, Rapine, and 
the like. 


The 143 Conſideration , Ts to under- 
ſtand the true Method of i Judging, and by 
_ what wayes thou mayeſt come to ſome re- 
ſult, that thou mayeſt examine and right- 
ly diſcuſs the ſame, and diſcover the truth 
of what the Stars ſhall ſhew thee ? And 
herein there are 14 points to be heeded : 
1. Whether che Querent propoſes the 
Qeſtion really and intentively or not? 
For if the Lord of the Aſcendandant and 
Lord of the hour be the ſime, or the 
Signs wherein thoſe Significators are pla- 
ced, be of the ſame Triplieity or Com- 
plection, the Queſtion is ſer ous: but 
otherwiſe, if the Aſcendant ſhall be the 
end of any Sign, che Quefion is not Ra- 
dical. 2. Behold the Aſcendant and his 
Lord , the Moon and the Planet from 
which ſhe ſeparates , and aſſign them for 
_ Signifieators of che Qnerent , the ſevench 
and the Planet with which the Moon is 
Joyned, ſhall repreſent the perſon inqui- 
red after: but if it be neceſſary, deſcend 
£0 the perſons, as the things are, ſignifi- 
ed by the Houſes , from the firſt to the 
; twelfch,

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twelſth. 3. Conſider the nature of the 
thing, inquire about the Honſe and Sign 


uvrhereby it is ſignified. 4. The Aſpects 


of the Planets both good and malevelent 
to the Significators of che thing: ſought 
after. 5. In what place from its own 
Houſe each of the Significators are; viz. 
Whether in his own or the ſecond , thitd, 
or fourth, ec. or in the Combuſt way, or 
the like places. 6. Whether they are 
found in Angles Cadent or Succedent 
Houſes. 7. Diligently ſee where the 
Querents aſfittants muſt come, viz. whe- 
ther from a'Father, a Son, 2 King, a Kinſ- 
man; oe @ Friend, &, g. By the Mirth of 
the Querent, as if the Lord ot the Aſcen- 
dant ſhall be in the fifth, or elſewhere 
joyned with its Lord; free from being af- 
flicted by the Iofortunes, or by his ſad- 
neſs: as if his Significator happen in the 
ſixth, ſeventh, eighth, or twelſth; anleſs 
the Queſtion be of things ſignified by 

thoſe Houſes :- and as thou findeſt judge. 
9. By the Fortunes and Infottunes, ac- 
cording as thou findeſt them in places ſig- 

nified', the things about which the Que- 
ſtion is moved; and if the benevolents are 

more, tis good, if otherwiſe the contra- 

ry; if the teſtimonies are equal, then in- 

different. 10. Whether the Lord of the 

I Aſcen- 
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Aſcendant be in the Mouſe of the thing 
enquired after, or with its Lord. 11. In 
what Houſe the Lord of the firſt is joyned 
with che Significator of the things lookt 
aſter; for by the Signifacator of that 
Houſe, or his occaſion , thou mayſt judge 
the matter will be brought about. 12. If 
the Significators are not joyned there, whe- 
ther there be any traſlation of light be- 
tween them by any other Planet, or re- 
ceives their deſcription , thou ſhale judge 
the ſame thing, 13. By the natnres of 
the Significators themſelyes, agreeing in 
their natures and ſignifications with each 


other. 14. According as the receiver of. 


the-Significators virtue or diſpoſition ſhall 


be, a Fortune or an Infortune , ſtrong or 


weak, and does behold the Significator, or 
the Moon, or any with Aſpects of love or 
enmity , ſo ſhalt thou pronounce judge- 
ment. | 


The 144th Conſideration is, To ob- 
zrve in Queſtions, Nativities or Elections, 
when the Signiftcators ſhall not clearly 
ſhew chee what thou wouldſt know, but 
the ſignification remains dubious , ſo that 


the mind is in ſuſpence, take the place of 


che Lord of the Aſcendant, and the place 


of the Lord of the Houſe of the Moon,

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and ſee-the diftance of degrees between 
them, beginning from Aries; of which 
make Signs, and add the degree of the 
Sign. aſcending ; and project from the A- 
ſcendant as well by day as night; and 
where the number falls, the Lord of that 
Houſe ſhill be Significator, and from him 
take the ſignification of the buſineſs en- 
quired, for according to his diſpofition 
thou maylt judge. 


The 145th Conſideration is, That thou 
ſee in Diurnal Nativities, whether Cor 
Leon be in the Aſcendant, that is to ſay, 
in the Oriental Line, or above it one de- 
 gree, or below it three degrees; or whe- 
ther it be in the tenth in like degrees, 
without the Conjunction or Aſpect of any 
of the Fortunes; for this alone ſignifies 
that the Native ſhall be a perſon of great 

note and power, too much exalted, and 
attain to high preferment and honours, 
although diſcended from the meaneſt Pa- 
rents; and if any of the Fortunes behold 
that place alſo, his glory ſhall be the 
more encreafed : but if the Nativity be 
Nocturnal, his Fortune will be ſomewhat 


| - meaner, but not much; bur it che In- 


fortunes caſt their Aſpects there, it will 
Nill be more mean; but if the Vee 
| | I 2 e- 
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behold it alſo, they will augment the good 
promiſed a fourth part, and mitigate the 
evil as much: yer ill whatever of all 
this happens, it fignifics that the Native 
ſhall die an unhappy death; or at leaſt , 
that all his honours, greatneſs and power, 
ſhall at laſt ſuffer an eclipſe, and ſet in a 
cloud; | 


The 145th Confideration is, That thou 


take the place of the Lord of the Aſcen- 
dant, and the place of the Lord of the 
ewelich, and ſubſtracting the le ſſer from 
the greater, add to the remainder the de- 
grees of the Sign aſcending, and pro- 
ject from the Aſcendant; and where the 
number falls, che Lord of that Sign ſhall 
be Partner wich the Lord of the Que- 
ſtion; and ſhall be called the Prireipal 
Partner. Again, take the place of the 
Lord of the ia1d Sign, and the place of 
the Lord of the part of Fortune, and 
ſubſtr acting the lefler trom the greater, 
add the degrees of che Sign afcending ; 
and-where the number falls, the Lord of 
that Sign ſhall be another. Partner, and 
be called the Secondary Partner; which 
it it happen to be che ſame Platiet , 
regard only that; but if differenc, then 
take both , and ſubſiract the leſſer from 

: | che 
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the greater , and add the degrees of the 


5 Sign aſcending, and the Planet on whoſe 


Houſe the number falls hall be the thitd 
Partner; and which of thoſe three is the 


 Nrongeſt, ſhall be the chiefeſt ſharer in the 


ſionification of the thing enquired after. 
If all the remainders, of: two of: thery, 
ſhall happen on the Houſe of one Planet 
that ſhall be preferred. If che Queftion 
ſeem good, and thoſe Partners are ill 
diſpoſed , they will diminiſh of the good 
ſignified by the Queſtion-, and ſo on the 
contrary : but if the Queſtion ſeem evil, 
and they'are well diſpoſed , they will allay 
and mitigate the evil ſignified by the Que- 
ſtion, and ſo likewiſe on che contrary. 


There are many other Con- 
ſiderations which might be 
added to theſe, but it would 
render Art too perplext and 
intricate; we therefore leave 


them, as leſs material to the 


Students induſtry, to obſerve 
them in their due time and 
place,
